| MAYOR'S CUMBERSOME 


PLAN PROCEEDED WITH 


Immense String of Numbers 
Will Have to Be Used to De- 
signate the Addresses of 
Houses, 


The committee appointed at the last 
council meeting to take up with the 
mayor the new plan for re-designating 
the city streets met yesterday after- 
noon in the mayor's office, and heard 
objections to the system presented by 
Superintendent of Delivery Lambert of 
the postoffice department, 

Mr, Lambert is not at ail pleased 
with the new. system and considers It 
very cumbersome. He pointed out to 
the mayor and the members of the 
committee acting with him that four 
and five figure numbers immediately 
followed by a three-figure street or 
avenue will be very confusing and lead 
to many errors. These will give the 
postoffice department no. end. of 
trouble. He suggested that the system 
now used on the south side would be 
the proper system {f applied to the 
entire city, having the streets and ave- 
pues all starting from the centre of the 
city, say at the corner of Jasper avenue 
and First street. This {s the system 
now in use In most of the largest cities 
on the continent. It is the system for 
which complete plans were prepared 
{n the engineer's department by an ex- 
perienced man, who | has numbered 
some of the largest cities In the 
states. 

Proceeds With Work. 

The views of the postoffice delivery 
inspector {vere not considered impor- 
tant. enaugh-to affect the new. system 
and the committee -provecded with its 
work, 

The immense string of numbers that 
must be used hereafter to designate 
the houses {s one of the drawbacks to 
the system. Business premises along 
Jasper avenue which are today desig- 
nated with one or two figures will 
under the new system have sume such 
designation as 10199 40ist avenue. 

Yesterday afternoon on the sugges- 
tlon of Alderman Smith a change was 
made in the avenues. Under © the 
mayor’s scheme First avenue started 
at the extreme south boundary of the 
clty which would bring Jasper avenue 
to be known hereafter as 42nd avenue, 
This arrangement has been changed 80 
that Jasper avenue will become 10 18t. 
avenue. This will conform with the 
arrangement of the streets, a8 First 
street, {f the system is ever put into 
effect, will become 104st street. 

The avenues south of Jasper will 
number down until the limit of the clty 
1s reached and north of Jasper the ‘ave- 
nues will climb up until the northern 
boundary {s reached. The same will 
apply to the streets, from 10ist street 
west the streets will increase a num- 
ber and from the same streot east tho 
numbers will decreaso until the clty 
Iimits have been reached. 

To Designate Odd Streets. 

Under the mayor's plan, where an 
odd street occurs, it will be designated 
with the letter “A' following the num- 
ber. Objections wero raised to this 
plan by the committee, but it was 
finally allowed to stand. 

‘he committee decided to order at 
onco 8,000 name plates for use in con- 
nection with this work. These avill have 
a blue background with white letters, 
made of fused enamel, It has been 
estimated that in all 16,000 name plates 
will be required to cover the entire 
olty, but only those geotions of the 
olty where residents are, located will 
be covered at the present time. These 
name plates alone wil! cost over $4,000 
and then there will be the additional 
cost of new numbers for the houses 
as well as the cost of making the 
change. 

The name plates 
Hvered In less than one month from 
the date the order is placed. When 
they arrive the work of renaming and 
renumbering will be commenced.

WILL TAKE SEVEN YEARS 
TO GET THE FIGURES 


Specially Organized Corps of 
Trained Men Will Divide 
Country Into Five Divisions 
of 50,000 Miles Each to Get 
Facts, 


Washington, July 81—Phiysical ya- 
luation of the railroads of the United 
States by the interstate commerco 
commission will,take from five to sev- 
en years by a specially organized corps 
of men and ‘will cost the government 
from $10,000,600 to $15,000,000 or 
more, according to the plans of tho 
commission, presented to the house ap- 
propriations committee today. 

The commission has asked for an im- 
mediate appropriation .of $6,500,000 
for the organization of the corps of 
engineers necessary to undertake the 
work, Commissioners Clements and 
Prouty and Secretary George B. Mo- 
Ginly, of the commission, have told the 
house appropriations sub-committee 
that a carefully worked out estimate 
places’ the cost of fleld. work at 81,- 
924,000 a year throughout that period. 

The plans presented by Mr. MeGinly 
contemplates the division of the coun- 
try into five districts containing ap- 
proximately. 60,000 miles of railroad 
each.

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THE CONSTANT MENACE : 
OF DIFFUSED RESPONSIBILITY 

Added to the tist of successful flotations in London during the past few days comes 
now the Canadian Northern with an issue of $4,000,000 four and one-half per cent. bonds 
placed at one-quarter premium yesterday. This makes the fourth big western issue floated 
in London in the past four days, the City of Winnipeg, the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
the City of Vancouver and now the C. N. R., having all placed loans at a premium, the 
aggregate totalling eleven and a half million. 

In the meantime, Edmonton’s curtailment plan goes tragically on and the news is 
heralded across the continent that this city, with its assessment of one hundred and eighty 
millions and its ownership of utilities :vhich woutd be a prize in the hands of any private 
corporation, is not able to raise sufficient money on its credit to do the absolutely necessary 
work planned for the current year, 

When it is taken into consideration that the electric department has a surplus of more 
than $150,009, and is steadily adding to it at the rate of $10,000 a month, that the power 
plani is recording a surplus every month of from: $5,000 up, that the telephone depart- 
inent has a surplus on hand and has never yet recorded a deficit, that the street railway, by 
any system of book-keeping which gave it credit for the interest upon the money it is not 
using, would be showing a regular monthly surplus, and that the city has never yet had 
to hold a tax sale in order to bring iis generat revenue into the municipal coffers, the ad- 
vertising that the citvis¢credit is so bad that it cannot realize upon the bonds it has sold 
is little short of disastrous. Soran eon 

When it is also taken into consideration that the payments of the money upon the 
bonds through the sale of which the city proposes to raise the funds for the improvements 
contemplated are not yet due, that the bonds have not yet been presented for payment, and 
that they are not vet even printed, the nature of the blunder which inflicts this injury upon 
the credit of the city of Edmonton must be apparent tothe tyro in finance as well as to 
the finished financier. 

What Edmonton evidently needs most of all, if it is to be saved from the con- 
sequences of such blundering as this, is a change of system. Quite evidently the system 
under which Edmonton gets into this distressing condition is by no means perfect. But 
its imperfection becomes more glaringly apparent when it is taken into consideration that 
in the midst of all this there is in the whole ensemble of the city’s administrative troupe 
no responsible head of any finance department to whom the ratepayers may look for an 
explanation of how it came that this deplorable co.dition'in the city’s financing came to 
exist. As a matter of fact, there is not only no responsible head to the finance depart- 
ment, but there is no department of finance at all. The entire membership of the appoint- 
ed commission board is responsible, which means that nobody is responsible. And they are 
responsible in common for finance in the same way that they are responsible for every other 
branch of the city’s business. Not directly, specifically, personally, but just generally, for 
finance and for everything else. : 

If there were in existence in this city today any such department as a_ finance 
department, the man at the head of it, being responsible for the city’s finance, would have 
lo very speedily give a reason why he led the city into its present position, or he would 
have to admit that he was not qualified for the office which he was holding in the city’s 
scheme of administration, 

Commission government has this advantage over the system—or lack of it— 
under which Edmonton is alleged to be administered at the present time, that with the 
true commission government there would be a finance department, and the man at the 
head of that department would be responsible to the ratepayers for the handling of the city’s 
finance, Then when newspapers all over the world commenced to publish in their financial 
columns that Edmonton was unable to get money on its credit, there would be someone 
who would have to show a reason why such things were being said against the credit and 
good name of the city of Edmonton. f 

Until Edmonton does take up the commission form of government, or in some other 
way injects the principle of departmentalization and responsibility into its handling of the 
city’s affairs, Edmonton will be continually menaced hy the possibility of just such a 
condition as has developed under the present charter while being administered by. the hand 
of the man who wrote it and declared it good.

“paper railways.” The construction which has 
been undertaken to date is in every case of rail- 
ways which have been objected to at one time or 
another by the opposition in the legislature. 

As a frontier constituency, Athabasca, more 
than any other constituency in the province, re- 
quires a poiicy of active development. They must 
have railways to deveiop the resources which will 
ultimately make that country great. What more 
aatural then, when the. government appeals to 


‘country, is taken out of their hands. 


them than that the electors of Athabasca should 


endorse the action of the government by giving 
the government candidate a majority? 

When there was added tu this the circum- 
stance that the Candidate offering in the govern- 
ment’s behalf happened to be a public man of 
breadth, experience and capacity, whose mental 
attitude upon the elemental questions of policy is 
as sound as Mr. MacKay’s Is known to be, there 
could never have been room for doubt as to the 
ultimate outcome of the contest.
